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Phil-Mont 2008 Scholarships Awarded 
to KA3SRC and KB3QDW 


Since its establishment by your board in 2001, the Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club Scholarship Fund has made 
one or more scholarship grants-in-aid to deserving young licensed amateurs in each of the past seven academic 
years, 2002 through 2008. Without cost to Phil-Mont, the administration of our grants, 1.e., the advertising 
and solicitation of applications, review and verification of applicant's data, and the selection of recipients, is 
performed by the Scholarship Committee of the Foundation for Amateur Radio, Inc. (FAR), a consortium of 
radio clubs throughout a multi-state area. We establish the grant criteria: Applicants for Phil-Mont's 
scholarships must reside in either the Eastern Pennsylvania (EPA) or Southern New Jersey (SNJ) ARRL 
Section; hold an FCC amateur radio license; and be enrolled in--or accepted for enrollment in--a full-time 
course of studies leading to a degree from a college or university. 


Again this year, Phil-Mont has awarded two scholarships: The 2008 Claude H. Haring, Jr., W3IIM, 
Memorial Scholarship; and the 2008 Clinton R. (Jim) Spencer, Jr., W3BBB, Memorial Scholarship...each with a 
grant of $2,000. (See page 5)
